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ABSTRACT 

Since its founding in 1978, the Bibliographic 
Instruction Section (BIS) of the Association of College and Research 
Libraries (ACRL) has published an annual guide that serves as the 
organizational handbook and directory of BIS officers and committee 
members. This directr^ry opens with a capsule history of the origins 
and early years of BIS written by Miriam Dudley of the University of 
California at Los Angeles. This contribution describes the functions, 
programs, interests, and various committees of BIS. A description of 
the organizational structure includes an organizational chart, 
beginning with the American Library Association and branching out to 
the 5 standing committees and 10 ad hoc committees; discusses the 
relationship of HIS to ACRL; and mentions other bibliographic 
instruction committees within the American Library Association (ALA) . 
Information is also provided on BIS bylaws and procedures, inquired 
meetings, and the responsibilities of BIS officers and committees. A 
description of BIS activities and resources includes lists of 
chairpeople and recipients of the Miriam Dudley Librarian of the Year 
Award, as well as an annotated list of BIS annual meeting programs 
from 1978 through 1990 and a selected bibliography of publications. 
Descriptions of each of the standing and ad hoc committees, together 
with naunes of key contacts, are also presented. Addresses and phone 
numbers are included in an alphabetical listing of the officers, 
committee, and task force members. Sample committee volunteer forms 
conclude the document. (MAB)

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THE BIBUOGRAPHIC INSTRUCTION SECTION 
HOW IT ALL BEGAN

The followim apiule history of the onfiiu and e«riy ye<n of the B(biio|nphk Iiwnictioa SeetkM ww wnnen ia I9SI by Mimi Dudley of 
L'CLA'i Colkfc Ubruy. A leader ifl the field, she was the chair o( the oiifiaaJ Ad Hoc Steerinf CoouBittee appointed in 1977 to 
organize vut is now the BibUographie Insttucttoo Section. 

In the iSKft aaucuoce to the reader, what hu coom to be kaomn aa itfereace service, piaed ttcofoitioa aa a legitimate baste function of 
t!:« library. Of coune. Ubrariaas had aiwayi aiaiat«l reader*, but o<puuud refereaoe woik wm uakaatm until the last quarter of the 
ni.i8teenth century. The ;f»intiy coAcera of Ubrariaas uatU then had bcca wquvitioai, caiaio^af; daaiifkatioa, and ciirulation. 
Siinilarty, Ubrariaas have aiwiys helped ustin to maie effective use of tbc rasoureea and fadUtia of Ubnries, but it was not until the last 
quarter of the twentietli century that bibUographic iastructioo u a icpante, dktiact sad respectable fuactioo of librarians wu 
recognized. 



One hundred yean after this idea of perunal autsunce for reader* first appeared ia library literature, the ACRL Board of Direciors. at 
their .Midwinter Meeting in 1977. approved the esublishment of a Bibliographic (nstruaion Section; and ACRL President Connie Duniap 
appointed an ad hoc steering conunittee 'to set up the organizational framewort to arranr for an election in the Spring of 1978. and to 
plan the interim activities of the Section.' While the immediate impetus for the Board's action was loud clamoring at the garss. renectcd 
in part by a recommendation from the ACRL Task Force on Bibliographic Instruction, there had been steadily increasing evidence of ihe 
need for a formal ALA structure 'to support quality higher education by promottug instructioa ia the accesa, evaluation, and utilization of 
information re«>urces,' as Article II of the BIS Byiawi lutes. Eet««ea the Midwtater Meeting aad the Aanual Conference in 1977. a set 
of bylaws was written, and a document was pitpared outlining the Tint commiitce uxuctutc of five siaadiag and three ad hoc committees, 
along with charges to each. 

In keeping with the goals of the Steering Committee to invoke as many people u possible who were interested in bibliognphic 
instruction, the two documenu were distributed to and discussed by aa audieocc of several hundred people at the 1977 Annual 
Conference. The membcn of the Steering Committee listened carefully, and much of what wu suggested at that open hearing wu 
incorporated into the bylaws and committee structure, both of which w«re approved at the 1978 Annual Conference. By the following 
year, the Seaion had 2,400 members, making it the third largest section in ACRL 

If I were not restricted in space. I would like to name the literally hundreds of devoted, hard-working people who havt worked on BIS 
committees; we are all indebted to them, la my cue, the professtooal achievement of wluch I am proudest is chairing the onginal Ad Hoc 
Steenng Committee on Bibliographic lastnictiOQ, Tlie Sectioa W -h resulted from that Committee's work is one in which we can all uke 
pride.

All committee aad task force chain and m«mben are appoiated for the coming year by the Vice-Chair/Chair Elect of the .Section. It h.s 
been the general policy of tbe Section to try to appoint committee and task force memben who have not pieviousiy served on Section 
committees or task forces. In lome cases, nemben are reappointed for s second term. Terms are starred to provide ovtrUp and 
continuity. Tbe committee and task force rosten list the term of appointment for each members. 

In 1984^ BIS began the praaice of appointing one year mtemships for each committee in order to provide an opportunity for new 
members to become acquainted with the wort of the Section. TTw intern's rcspobsibility for taking minutes helps to involve them mons 
fully in the committee's work.

This Counol nominates two 
raemben to serve as Di:ectorwt-Urje on the ACRL Board. These candidates a»-s elected at large by the ACRL membership. 

In addition to the Activity Sections CoundJ. the ACRL Budp t and Finance Committee also affects the operation of BIS. Each year, the 
Vice-Chair/Chair-Elect oi BIS is responsible for submitting the Seaion's budget to this committee, wtaicii reviews the budget requesu 
received from ail ibc ACRL lectioos. Requeau are not automatically approval and the BIS VVe/^nir/Chair-Elect may need to go 
before this committee to defend budget requests. The ACRL Budget and Puance Committee then submits the recommended ov«r-ll 
budget to thf ACRL Board. 

Other ACRL oommiitees may also have an impact on BIS activities. For eiample. aU publications of the Section must be apprxMid by the 
ACRL Publicatioos Comminee (as the BlSrfe^llgncr *« in i984). The devetopmeot and implementation of the ACRL Strategic Plan 
has been minored by similar efforu within BIS. In general. BIS is influenced by tbe overall r/peratioa of ACRL. and the Section must 
operate within th. organizational parameters which are outlined in the ALA Hindho.^ 9rff iniMrH?1T

A vacancy in the office of Chair shall be fUkd, for the remainder of the term* by the Vice«Chair/Chair*Elect This succession shall not 
prevent a penoo who succeeds to the offioa of Chair because of a vacancy from serving his/her normal term aa Chair the next year If 
vacanaea occur m the offices of Chair and Vke-Gbair/Chair Elect within the riame term, the ExecutKw Committee shall elect as Chair, 
for the remainder of the term, one of the members of the Executive Committee. Any or ail of these vacanctea shall be filled by elenion at 
the next regular electxm after the vacancies occur.
